Procedural  Time  Extension  Code  Amendment 

This  Friday,  January  6,  City  Planning  will  be  holding  a  public  hearing  on  the 
Procedural  Time  Extension  Code  Amendment.  The  proposed  code  amendment 
would  extend  the  time  for  an  appellant  body  to  make  a  decision  on  certain  zoning 
entitlement  appeals.  It  amends  provisions  in  the  Los  Angeles  Municipal  Code  to 
allow  the  appeal  to  be  heard  by  the  appellant  body  at  the  next  regular  meeting,  or 
within  60  days,  whichever  is  shorter.
